Mojes again delivered it to Aaron, and he 
to Eleazir, by whom it was communicated to the 
other Priefts, ani frem them was tranfmitted to 
their Pofterity, mer in writing but by werd of 
Mouth. The jews look upon it as an ample and 
full Syftem of ai! their Civil and Canon Laws, of 
which thofe thar are contained in the Pentateuch 
of Mofcs are but a {mall and_inconfiderabie Part. 
Iz confifts now of two Parts, of which the for- 
mer, calied Mi/na, is the Text, the other the Com- 
ment. called Guemirz. The Mifna, which figni- 
fies a Repeticion or reiterated Leffon, is written 
in abbinical pure Hebrew and in a very concife 
and obfcure Style, as the Learned Father Simon 
informs us.

Prieft by Rabbi jude Hakkaddf: about the Year of 
Chrift 188. He divided it into x Parts, of which

other Part, viz. the Guemara called otherwife the 
Babylonian Talmud, to diftinguifh ic from the $e- 
rufalem Talmud, which was another Commens 
wpon the Mi/na, made by Rabbi Fochanan of 
Ferufalem fome Years before, which was fhort and 
writ in arude Style, and therefore the Bahylons- 
an was preferred before it. The whole Talmud 
is nothing elfe but a heap of ridiculous Traditi- 
ons and Fables, mixed with the Fewi/h Law ; there 
are likewife Blafphemies in itof feveral kinds. And 
nor to mention thofe againft our Saviour, they tell 
us that before the Creation of the World. God 
Almighty ftruck out feveral Plans, and atrempted 
to ferm it upon different Models, in lik emannec 
as an Archicect makes a Scheme or Model of a 
Building ; and that he fpent three Hours a Day 
in reading the Fewi/ Law; and other the like 
grefs Abfurdities ir contains which are nor fit ro 
be mentiond.
